The German press continues to 
serve up fragmentary but sensational 
bulletins, indicating feverish war pre- 
parations in the United States. At 
this hour it may be said a declaration 
of war from Washington would find the 
German mind quite prepared for It. 
Less of a ripple would be caused here 
than was occasioned by Rumania's en- 
trance into the war, and a final break 
with the United States would be likely 
to meet with stoical indifference so 
far as the public at large is concerned. 
There is no feeling that a crisis Is at 
hand, but merely an ominous tension 
which has been gathering Intensity. 
Tb« nation is now pinning its fate on 
, j -boats. 


PROGRESSIVE LEADER 


FAVORS TWO PARTY 


SYSTEM FOR JAPAN 


Correspondence of Associated Press. 
Tokio, Feb. 2.—Undismayed by the 
recent attempt 
upon his life, Yukio 
Ozaki, Japan's foremost 
progressist, 
will lead the forces of the constitu- 
tionalists for the pending struggle for 
representative form of 
government. 
That was made clear during an inter- 
view which he gave to a correspondent 
of the Associated Press concerning the 
political situation of the Japanese Em- 
pire. 
Two Opposing Partie«. _ 
"Japanese politics are complicated, 
.even for us Japanese," he said. "To 
make the situation as clear as possible 
to the American people, let me say 
simply that our aim is that the min- 
isters of state who direct the affairs 
of this empire shall be chosen with 
some regard to the 
makeup of the 
house of representatives 
which is 
elected by the people. That Is, after 
alt the essential meaning of our con- 
stitution. For years we have had a 
series of political groups, personal in 
nature, vaguelv formed, quickly disap- 
pearing. 'Now the majority 
groups, 
fed by the Dosalkai party, which was 
founded by Prince Katsura, have amal- 
gamated into the constitutional party 
In opposition to the other great party, 
the Seiyukal; or Political Friend*' As- 
sociation. 
There 
are 
subsidiary 
groups, but -the essential is that-we 
have formed two main units. 
Lack Definite Platform. 
"Even now 'these two parties have 
no distinctive principles of platforms 
aa they are understood In America or 
England, but that will come later. The 
important 
thing is that they have 
been formed, and the essential is that 
the members of the diet who belong 
to them shall be recognized. The ma- 
jority party must have a voice in the 
formauoti of a cabinet and a party 
form of government must be the basis 
of naming a ministry. 
"It is the principle of the thing we 
are after. Now, the great stumbling 
block 
to 
constitutional progress in 
Japan is the Genro. or elder states- 
men. 
These men drifted into power— 
nobody knows just how—about twenty 
years ago, about the time of the first 
Matsukata cabinet. They began to ad- 
vise the emperor and they have been 
advising ever since." 
The speaker said he wished to make 
It clear he had no objection to Count 
Terauchl personally, though there are 
some of his acts he could not approve. 
He said there was no probability for 
extension of suffrage for the present.

HEALTH INSURANCE 


BILLS ARE OFFERED 


[SPECIAL TO- TUB GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 23.—Two bills 
on health and accident insurance, 
amending the standard prbvteions law. 
are pending before tee Wisconsin 
legislature, one introduced by Senator 
Bray, chairman of the senate commit- 
tee on corporations,, and. the other b> 
Senator Hanson. 
The Bray bill has 
the approval of a subcommittee of the 
committee on legislation of the com- 
missioners' convention. Commission- 
er deary was chairman of this sub- 
committee. The 
Hanson bill 
was 
drafted by one of the clerks in the 
Wisconsin department. The bills dif- 
fer considerably. 
The Bray bill perpetuates the pres- 
ent forms of health and accident poli- 
cies which, as formulated, literally 
provide speciflflc benefits for specinc- 
ally described losses or disabilities. 
The Hanson btfl regulates insurance 
against loss from the contingencies of 
accidental bodily injury or death and 
from tie contingency ot sickness, un- 
der the bray bill the amount of insur- 
ance varies at the option of the tn- 
surer with each loss or disability. In- 
demnity only, is basic to the Hanson 
bill. 
Under it the amount of each 
kind of insurance must be given In 
the insuring clause, and the benefits 
to be paid will depend, within the lim- 
its of the policy, on the loss actually 
suffered. 
„ 
The insuring clause under the Bray 
bill gives a general definition of cov- 
erage such as is generally used in the 
present forms. In accident insurance 
immediate disability is a prerequisite 
to the right to indemnity. 
. The Bray bill makes no provision 
for Insurance against , loss 
arising 
from medical expenditures. Presuma- 
bly, the form -in which such a lose is 
met in the policies in use at present 
could be incorporated into the policies 
under the act as could all the frills, 
double indemnity, increasing benefits, 
and so forth. Under the Hanson bill 
losses are divided into three classes. 
The loss due to death, from accident; 
loss of earnings; and the loss from 
medical expenditures (for attendance, 
appliances, and treatment) 
and the 
provisions of Che bill cover each of 
these classes of losses. 
The Hanson bill limits the payment 


of benefits to a period of five years 
and prohibits insurance in excess of 
indemnity. 
Under the Bray bill the 
benefits are specific and fixed without 
' regard to the loss suffered and prac- 
tically whether or not the loss is due 
to accident or disease is not consid- 
ered. Under one of the parts of the 
Hanson bill the insurer may promise 
specific benefits for specific losses, but 
the acceptance of the benefit is option- 
al with the claimant. Under the Bray 
bill the insurer may fix the benefits 
for specific losses at any amount de- 
sired. 
Wide Sleigh Meacure. 
An interesting contest is anticipat- 
ed over the Spoor bill, which has Just 
been recommended for passage, pro- 
viding for the use of wide sleighs. A 
similar measure was passed by the 
1913 legislature; repealed by a close 
vote in the 1915 legislature, and now 
there seems to be a demand for the 
placing of the wide sleigh law on the 
statute books. The sentiment among 
the farmer members of the legislature 
is always evenly divided over the mat- 
ter.The assembly committee on judic- 
iary has recommended for indefinite 
postponement the joint resolution to 
amend the constitution so as to pro- 
vide for the establishment of a state 
printing plant. It -was recommended 
For passage, with a number of 
the 
committeemen in opposition, the joint 
resolution providing that a city may 
increase 
its 
bonded 
indebtedness 
when the money is used for the pur- 
chase of municipal utilities. 
Assemblyman V. V. Miller says he 
is receiving many favorable comments 
on his bill for the licensing of real es- 
tate agents and giving the court power 
to revoke their licenses for fraudulent 
dealings. 
The measure provides that 
the agent shall display a sign that he 
is engaged in the real estate business 
and that he will be held responsible 
for the acts of the agents, who are 
hired under him. 
It differs in many 
ways from the bill offered by the Wis- 
consin real estate association.

"People can see those statistics by 
going to the office of the Industrial 
commission and asking for them, de- 
clared Mr. Collins. "The statistics 
already compiled would make a. book- 
let of about sixteen pages and not 
more than 8,000 to 10,000 copies could 
be printed for $200. If all of the sta- 
tistics asked for in the law were com- 
piled, and published, it would make a 
48-page booklet."

TRY WASHING AIR USED 


IN VENTILATING SYSTEM 


[SPECIAL TO TTIB GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 28.—The idea 
of washing the air used in a ventilat- 
ing system which was carried out 
with success by engineering students 
at the university of Wisconsin, is now 
being carried one step further. Though 
student engineers are now attempting 
to sterilize the water used for wash- 
ing, air so as to save the 
changing it frequently.

The washing of air was tried with 
success in the ventilating system at 
the Wisconsin high school on the uni- 
versity campus 
in 
former experi- 
ments. 
All dust particles and bac- 
teria were removed by the water wash 
and the same air was recirculated by 
means of fans. The economy of such 
a -plan, over the former method of 
constantly pumping fresh air from 
out-of-doors, resulted from the saving 
in heat. The washed air is as fresh 
and healthful as that drawn from out- 
side—at times'.more so. 
But the 
experiments soon found 
that the water used to wash the air 
•became overloaded with dust and bac- 
teria and required frequent change— 
with resulting expense. They are now 
trying to spurify the water artificially. 
Chloride of lime will-be used, handled

Compensation is 


Not a New Idea

'tis, Cincinnati Enquirer, the leading news-1 


paper of the Ohio river valley and one of

the greatest journals of America, has for 


"years advocated Compensation as the right and 
proper method of abolishing any part of the 
liquor industry. 


As long ago as February 17, 1909, the Cin-> 


etrmxAi Enquirer was one of a number of news- 
papers demanding that the State should not do 
injustice to the beer and Hquor trade in the adop-- 
tion of State-wide prohibition. 


"Has the State," it editorially asked, "the 


right to destroy the values of investment in a 
business that for jnears it has recognized as legal 
and given investors protection, inviting invest- 
ment by such recognition and protection? Has 
it the right to arbitrarily destroy the value of 
those investors, without recourse, without com-| 
pensation and without a notice sufficiently long in 
time to enable them to withdraw without loss? 
Granted the State is supreme in alt public affairs; 
granted that it can appropriate any realty by con- 
demnation for public use, it cannot do so without 
compensation to the owner or owners of such realty.! 


"Can it then so legislate as to destroy the 


values of improved realty by taking away the 
right to use it for the purpose for which it was 
improved, and thus deprive the owners of one- 
half or three-fourths or nine-tenths of their values, 
and do this without compensation to them in any 
form or manner? We do not think so. We do 
not believe it legal; we know it is not equitable. 


"The State may not confiscate without cause. 


It is virtual confiscation to deprive citizens of 
values legally acquired without redress or com- 


• pensation. Even the State cannot afford to do 
injustice. 
It is plain and palpable injustice to 


invite investment by years of legislation and to 
confiscate those investments without compensation 
to those injured." 


A Bill is now before the State Legislature, 


which if passed, win grant to the Brewing Industry 
the same right tihat you and others enjoy. 


The proposed bill does not give to the Brewing 


Industry anything more than the right to take their 
case into court and appeal for just compensation
